The Saturday downpour turned the 
New Prairie Semi-State course into a 
considerably challenging race, according 
to co-captain Murad Ornery, senior. 

"There was one portion of the course 
where you have to go into a ravine," 
Omery said. "The ravine filled with this 
mixture of sand, water and dirt. 
Whenever you went in it, it was just like 
quicksand. You just had to keep moving, 
or you were going to get stuck." 

"The muddy and wet conditions 
provided a real challenge for all the 
runners because it demonstrated who 
could adapt and conquer whatever was 
thrown at them," Omery said. 

The boys passed with a 14 th place 
finish out of 20 teams — even without 
their No. 3 runner Brendan Georgas, 
sophomore, who sprained his ankle 
while attempting to execute a flip on a 
trampoline the night before Semi-State. 

Close finishes and injuries followed 
the team the whole season. No. 1 runner 
Danny White, junior, injured his knee. A 
metal course marker at Conference fell 
and hit Omery on the head. 

But the team didn't let the pain get 


the better of them. After his head injury, 
Omery rallied from 35 th place to 9 ,h . At 
the same meet. White, despite his knee, 
went from 6 th to 2 nd place in merely 200 
meters at the finish, providing his 
proudest moment of the season. 

Performances like these had Coach 
Aaron Brown, Wilbur Wright Middle 
School Science teacher, calling the team 
one of his speediest since he began 
coaching in 1987. 

"If we added up all the lowest times 
and had they all been at the same meet, 
we would have been the fastest team in 
Munster history," Coach Brown said. 

Though they didn't reach their goal of 
going to State, the boys felt no regrets. 

"All of us ran as fast as we could," 
senior co-captain Aaron Pleitner stated. 
"We pushed through. We kept working 
hard and put our noses to the grindstone.

Girls earn reward feast 
for surpassing school record 



As junior Jennifer McCreight walked onto the 17 th hole at 
Regionals, she had high hopes to leave the Beach Wood 
course qualifying for Semi-state. Teeing off, her ball 
unexpectedly bounced to the right — directly behind a tree. 


Trudging into the woods, she hit her 
ball out, only to find herself behind 
another tree. From there, she hit into 
another hole — literally. McCreight 
walked off the 17th at four over par. 

“Mr. Davidson [Industrial Tech 
teacher] told me if I could make my putt, 
I could make it to Semi-State," McCreight 
said. "Later I found out I would have still 
missed it by a stroke. And that was it." 

McCreight shot an 88, with 86 qualify- 
ing. This end to their season wasn't par 
for course. While McCreight was the 
fourth girl in Coach Jim Davidson's 
tenure to advance to Regionals, the entire 
team came 11 strokes close to qualifying. 

"It's frustrating to know we missed 
our chance," Coach Jim Davidson said of 
their 5 th place out of 11 teams. 

While McCreight achieved her Re- 
gional goal, the team traveled to Sandy 
Pines Sept. 10 to compete in Conference 
for the second consecutive year. 

The girls' 362 set a school record for 
the fourth lowest score, with all four girls 
hitting under 100. 


"I've never had it happen in all my 
seven years of coaching," Coach David- 
son said of the girls' performance. Mc- 
Creight shot an 84; sophomore Hallie 
Gibbs 87; sophomore Mara Maddocks 92; 
and senior captain Kelly Yurasovich 99. 
He rewarded them with a visit to House 
of Kobe — but they earned more praise 
than just a Japanese dish. 

Maddocks won the Most Improved 
award, dropping eight strokes this year. 

"My number one goal was to break 
100," Maddocks said. "And I did it." 

Yurasovich, captain and the only 
senior, earned First Team Academic All- 
State, only one of 15 girls chosen. 

"It was good to have my hard work in 
academics pay off," Yurasovich said. 

Walking off the course at Regionals, 
McCreight knew her hopes for State 
would have to wait another year. That 
didn't mean that her game was over for 
the year. Two weeks later, McCreight 
found herself as part of the Post-Tribune's 
All Area Conference team — placing her 
in the Top 10 girl golfers of the area.
